A delayed dispatch from Tabriz,

Pishevari said any aggression 
by the Central Government forces 
would be opposed by 5,000,000

LONDON, May 20 (AP)—The 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
reported today an Iranian Govern- 
ment spokesman had said “it may 
be possible that some over-eager 
frontier units had fired a few 
shots at Azerbaijani who were 
provoking them.” He was com- 
menting on broadcasts from Ta- 
briz, Azerbaijan capital, that civil 
strife had broken out in the 
province. 

Radio reports from Tabriz, re- 
corded by BBC and Reuters, said 
Government troops had attacked 
Azerbaijan. Meuters quoted the 
broadcast as zaying the attack 
came from Kurdistan, in the re- 
gion near Nhe southwestern end of 
Lake Urmia, The lake is about 50 
miles west of Tabriz, between 
Kurdistan and Azerbaijan. 

The Tabriz radio said Govern- 
ment troops launched an attack 
against Kurdish forces at Sagiz. 
It also charged Tehran's forces 
had attacked the “democratic 
garrison” at Sainkaleh (Shahin- 
daj) with mortars.

lived in Houston, where he was 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and a director of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce there. 
A graduate ef Kansas Univer- 
sity in 1907, Neff entered the em- 
ploy of the St. Louis-San Fran- 
cisco (Frisco) Railway Co., of 
which he became chief engineer 
in 1918. Four years later he be- 
came assistant to the president of 
the International Great Northern 
and subsequently assistant exec- 
utive vice president of that rail- 
road. 

He became general superintend- 
ent of the Missouri Pacific in 1926, 
then assistant to the president 
and later assistant chief traffic 
officer of passenger traffic and at 
the same time vice president and 
general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific Transportation Co, a 
wholly-owned subsidiary. 

He continued in those positions 
until his appdintment as senior 
executive assistant to the trustee 
for the Gulf Coast Lines, Inter- 
national Great Northern Railroad 
Co., the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Corporation in Nebraska and the 
Missouri-Illinois Railroad. 

A new corporate president of 
the Missouri Pacific to succeed 
Baldwin will be elected at the 
June meeting of the board of 
directors of the company. His 
seat on the board was left unfilled 
after his death last Tuesday.

OPA BOOSTS AUTO 
PRICES 4 10 5 PUT. 


DUE TO STEEL RSE 


Increase to Be Passed on 
to Public—Ranges From 
$18 to $417 for Various 
Models. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
Prices of new cars, already 
boosted because of higher wages, 
are going up again—this time an 
average of 4 to 5 per cent to off- 
set costlier steel and parts. 

Disclosing this today, a high 
Office of Price Administration of- 
ficial told a reporter the increase 
probably will go into effect within 
10 days. He said OPA hopes this 
will be the last of the auto price 
increases required under the ad- 
ministration’s liberalized wage- 
price policy. 

Under it, retall prices for most 
cars were boosted from $1 to $60 
in March and April to compen- 
sate for wage increases in the in- 
dustry. 

The entire new increase will be 
passed on to the public. OPA has 
said dealers’ profit margins will 
not be trimmed any more. 

Steel Price Increase a Factor. 

One of the principal factors be- 
hind the new increase is the aver- 
age boost of $5 a ton for steel 
which the Government allowed 
last February when the industry 


| increased wages 18% cents hourly 


to settle the steel strike. The 
other main reason is the higher 
cost of parts to car makers. 


An OPA official said the agency 
had to make the car price in- 
creases required under the wage- 
price policy in two stages “be- 
cause it takes longer for the high- 
er costs of parts and materials to 
show up than it does wage costs.” 

These increases have belied 
OPA’s 1945 predictions that new 
cars would cost the public no 
more than in 1942. 


Even before these increases 
were granted, one other factor 
had upset OPA’s forecasts. Price 
increases which manufacturers 
charged for “changes in design 
and engineering specifications” 
and for “improvements.” These 
were authorized by OPA on the 
ground that a better car is worth 
more money. 


Increases From $18 to $417. 

Some examples of these in- 
creases are from $66 to $417 for 
one line of cars, from $59 to $121 
for another line, and from $18 to 
$47 for an individual make. 

Even when this type of increase 
is disregarded for the moment, 
retail price ceilings originally es- 
tablished for new models — prior 
to increases under the wage-price 
formula — were higher in many 
cases than 1942 prices for com- 
parable models. ‘ 

For weeks OPA took the posi- 
tion that these increases would be 
“offset” by a cut of 2% per cent 
in prices for General Motors cars. 
This cut actually was made—ex- 
clusive of increases for design 
and engineering changes—but it 
was wiped out and G.M. prices 
also went above the 1942 level

John A. Mayne, owner of the 
Tom Cat market at 8627 Gravois 
road, said that when his daily sup- 
pl, was cut from about 150 to 50 
loaves, he listed all his regular 
customers, placing the name of 
each on a separate card, anc de- 
termined how much bread each 
could have each day. 

“I know my customers pretty 
well,” Mayne said. “If there are 
only two in the family, they can 
have only one loaf every éther day. 
Other families get one loaf a day, 


except for one woman with eight 
kids. She gets two loaves a day.” 

The daily bread stock is spread 
out on a long shelf in the store, 
with the name of a customer un- 
der each loaf. When the customer 
comes into the store, he gets his 
share. If someone fails to come 
in, or does not tell Mayne he won't 
want the bread that day, his name 
is taken down and the name of 
the first person on the waiting 
list takes his place. 

“Anybody who misses his turn 
goes to the bottom of the list,” 
Mayne said, “Strangers — well, 
they’re just out of luck.”

“3. Divesting the Marine Corps 
of its important function of 

maintaining a fleet marine force 
to support fleet operations. 

“4. Transferring the vital func- 
tions of naval aviation to the 
Army Air Corps or to a separate 
air corps. 

“5. Removing from the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy the responsibility 
for initiating the budget of their 
respective departments and sup- 
porting these budgets before the 
Congress.” 

After listing in great detail eight 
“major defects” of this bill, the 
congressional Navy leaders told 
Secretary Forrestal at three places 
in their joint statement that Con- 
gress would not approve. 

“We believe the bill (merger) 
accentuates the differences be- 
tween the services,” the letter said. 
“Its enactment would not heal the 
breach which now exists. Instead 
it would widen the breach since 
naval officers are firmly con- 
vinced, as a result of their recent 
wai experiences, that naval avia- 
tion and amphibious operations 
played a great part in winning the 
war.

TO BE SCIENTIST’S CHARGES 


Expert Seeking “Sources of Long- 
evity” to Give Centenarians Spe- 
cial Medical Supervision. 

LONDON, May 20 (AP)—All 
Russians 100 years old or older 
will be placed under special medi- 
cal supervision of Scientist Alex- 
ander A. Bogomolets, who is 
seeking the “sources of longevity,” 
the Moscow radio said today. 
Bogomolets is a pathophysiol- 
ogist and one of Russia’s most 
eminent scientists. He is presi- 
dent of the Academy of Sciences 
of the Ukraine and has taught 
since 1911 at Saratov and Moscow 
universities. 

His research has attracted at- 
tention in the fields of endocri- 
nology, immunity, internal secre- 
tion, the pathology of circulation,

NEW YORK, May 20 (AP). 


LEXANDRE PARODI of 

France, president of the 

United Nations Security 
Council, has called a meeting 
of the Council for Wednesday 
to take up the Iranian case 
again. The Council is await- 
ing a report from Iran as to 
whether the evacuation of Rus- 
sian troops has been com- 
pleted. 

Iranian Ambassador Hussein 
Ala, who arrived from Wash- 
ington last night, said he had 
received no word from his gov- 
ernment since Premier Ahmed 
Qavam informed the Council 
Saturday night he was not yet in 
a position to make a conclusive 
statement. Ala said, however, 
‘that he hoped to receive late 
information on which to base 
a report to the Council before 
midnight tonight, deadline for 
a new Iranian report. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. 
Gromyko indicated today that 
he would boycott Wednesday's 
session as he has boycotted 
others on Iran. “I made my- 
self clear on that some time 


ago,” he told questioners.

TABRIZ, Azerbaijan Province, 
Iran, May 18 (AP)—The uniformed 
Russian Army has completely 
evacuated all of Iran, including 
Azerbaijan province, but Tabriz 
is an armed camp today, with the 
three-month-old Azerbaijan army 
and the people’s warriors prepar- 
ing for any eventuality. 

Reports reaching this capital of 
Azerbaijan province say the Irani- 
an Central Government Army is 
moving north along the Caspian 
seacoast into Southern Kurdistan. 
Meanwhile, uniformed units of the 
forces of this self-proclaimed au- 
tonomous province are moving to- 
ward the Southern Azerbaijan bor- 
der. 

Although there is no indication 
any Russian troops remain in 
Azerbaijan province, foreign ob- 
servers here are uncertain that all 
the equipment and armor they 
brought into the province have 
been removed. Some informants 
gay that some armor was seen 
moving south several days ago 
and was not seen to have re- 
turned. 

In Tabriz, every second man is 
fn uniform or carrying a rifle. 
Troops packing tommyguns gar- 
rison the airport and patrol the 
streets. Regulars marched in re- 
view yesterday at a ceremony in 
which the statue of the former 
Shah was replaced by one of an 
early Azerbaijan revolutionist. 
The army men were followed by 
warriors and Azerbaijan youths 
wearing bandoliers. This group 
included. even small boys who 
goosestepped along carrying hand- 
made wooden tommyguns. 

Commission Arrives. 

Tranian Premier Ahmed Qavam’s 
commission which will check on 
the Russians’ departure arrived 
in Tabriz yesterday and was met 
at the airport by representatives 
of “Premier” Jafar Pishevari, who 
heads the Azerbaijan separatist 
government. 

The Pishevarf regime is follow- 
ing a line which appears to look 
for peaceful settlement of differ- 
ences with the central Iranian 
government in Tehran. The news- 
papers and the Tabriz radio urge 
a friendly séttlement, with the 
provision that what is called the 
Azerbaijan liberal program be re- 
tained and even extended to the 
rest of Iran.

NUERNBERG TRIAL LIKELY 


UNTIL AUGUST 


Court Begins Seventh Month of Hearings 
With Cross-Examination of 
Adm. Raeder.

NUERNBERG, May 20 (By 
Radio)—Just* six months ago the 
international military tribunal be- 
gan sittings with the avowed pur- 
pose of establishing a new princi- 
ple in world jurisprudence—that 


of individual responsibility for 
breach of treaties, preparation 
and waging of aggressive war and 
perpetration of crimes both 
against humanity and against the 
laws of armed conflict. This 
morning the court held its 252d 
session, which was marked by the 
opening of cross-examination of 
Grand Adm, Erich Raeder by Sir 
David Maxwell Fyfe of the Brit- 
ish prosecution. 


The defense of seven of the 21 
accused remains to be presented. 
They are Balaur von Schirach, 
Fritz Sauckel, Col. Gen. Alfred 
Jodl, Franz von Papen, Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart, Albert Speer and 
Hans Fritzsche. 


The charter ordained that the 
proceedings must be impartial and 
expeditious. It was soon discov- 
ered that to a large degree these 
terms were mutually exclusive. 
The tribunal decided—it appears 
sagaciously—that if need be haste 
should be sacrificed to justice. 
The hearings now bid fair to drag 
out to twice the length anticipat- 
ed last Nov. 20. A semiofficial 
prophecy is that the trial proper 
may conclude about Aug. 1. 

Work Still ‘Ahead. 
Still to come are the remaining 
Gefense pleas, the cases of the 
indicted Nazi organizations, which 
are likely to consume at least a 
month, and a summary of defense 
counsel followed by the proescu- 
tion’s rebuttal. Then there is ex- 
pected to be a recess while the 
magistrates consider, resolve and 
compose their verdicts. The task 
is complicated by the fact that 
there are several counts against 
each defendant who may be found 
guilty of some and innocent of 
others. According to inside con- 
jecture the judges are working on 
their pronouncement as the hear- 
ings go on. A sentence of guilty 
may be imposed only by a vote of 
three out of four. The verdict 
will pass for review to the Allied 
Control, Council.in Berlin. 
The council has no power to al- 
ter a finding of guilt or innocence 
or to step up the severity of a 
sentence, but it can mitigate a 
sentence and it also has responsi- 
bility for naming the time, place 
and manner of executions. These, 
if any, may take place in Septem- 
ber. The spot generally favored 
is the prison at Landsberg, where 
Adolf Hitler, Rudolf Hess and Ju- 
lius Streicher were imprisoned 
after the Munich putsch and 
where “Mein Kampf” was writ- 
ten. 
Candidates for Execution. 


If the trial is to mean e 
at all it is difficult to understan 
at this writing why the death pen- 
alty will not be inflicted on at 
least nine of the defendants. 
These are Hermann Goering, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, Field 
Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, Alfred 
Rosenberg, Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
Sauckel, Jodl, Seyss-Inquart and 
Speer. Kaltenbrunner and Seyss- 
Inquart are Austrians. By nativity 
Rosenberg was a Russian subject. 
Hess would appear on the fatal 
list if it were sure the court after 
all would not feel him to have been 
mentally incompetent to make an 
adequate defense. My impression 
is that Hess, a downright fanatic, 
yearns to die as a martyr of the 
National Socialist creed. He could 
have escaped trial altogether by 
maintaining his pretense of am- 
nesia, but chose voluntarily to 
stand beside his companions to the 
end. Death sentences are also pos- 
sible for Hans Frank, Wilhelm 
Frick and Streicher. 

The two sailors, Raeder and 
Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz, have 
defended themselves ably and 
there is a disinclination on the 
part of the sea powers to set a 
precedent for hanging admirals. 
There ig strong evidence that Kei- 
tel and Jodl went outside their 
strictly military duties to forward 


Hitler’s policy of extermination in 
the East in order to clear leben- 
sraum for German colonists. The 
tribunal could solidify its claim 
to fairness before history by inter- 
spersing several prison sentences 
or even acquittals, Leniency may 
be extended to Walther Funk, 
Schirach, Papen, Neurath and 
Fritzsche. At this moment the 
leading candidate for acquittal or 
a nominal jail term is Hjalmar 
Schacht. 
Effect on Germans. 

Since one of the principal aims 
in setting up the international tri- 
bunal was to impress the German 
population with the superiority of 
Allied methods of justice the ques- 
tion may be asked after six 
months as to what effect the pro- 
ceedings have had in this respect. 
It should be remembered that the 
tribunal is dominated by British- 
American ideals which are almost 
as alien to the French and par- 
ticularly to the Russians as they 
are to the Nazis. 

The Germans have been amply 
‘informed. Newspapers in the na- 
tive language are compelled to 
give one fourth of their space to 
the trial. Its episodes have been 
drummed day and night by radio 
into Teutonic ears. One can 
scarcely evade a conclusion that 
the result has been mostly unfa- 
vorable to date though it is im- 
possible to predict what the long- 
term effect may be. So far as 
may be judged there are only two 
kinds of rmans. There are 
Nazis and anti-Nazis. Both con- 
tend it would have been more in- 
telligible if Goering and his asso- 
clates had been hanged or shot 
immediately after their capture. 
The Nazis argue that the cards 
were stacked before the tribunal 
ever met so as to insure verdicts 
of guilty for most of the defend- 
ants. ~ 
By stacking the cards is meant 
the provision that obedience to su- 
perior orders is no valid defense 
and that Allied methods of wag- 
ing war are not on trial. In these 
respects, however, the tribunal’s 
bark has been worse than its bite. 
One of the accused after another 
has been allowed to represent that 
he was merely a helpless tool in 
the Fuehrer’s clutch. Allegations 
have been admitted in evidence 
that French and Russian prison 
camps were by no means patterns 
of humanity, that American sub- 
marines practiced unrestricted 
warfare in the Pacific, that Allied 
bombers destroyed more than 300,- 
000 German civilians and that the 
United States committed numer- 
ous acts of aggression against the 
Axis. Among these have been 
named cash and carry lend-lease, 
occupation of Iceland, lavish aid 
given to England in North Africa 
and to the Russians through Mur- 
mansk and Iran and especially the 
order to the American Navy to 
fire at sight upon German craft— 
all earlier than Pearl Harbor. 


UNNEUTRAL ACTS 
BY U. S. ALLEGED 


NUERNBERG, May 20 (AP)— 
Grand Adm. Erich Raeder testi- 
fied before the international mili- 
tary tribunal today that United 
States ships repeatedly violated 
neutrality rules before America 
entered the war. 

The former Nazi navy chief said 
that the German navy received 
orders from Adolf Hitler not to 
attack United States ships, despite 
the alleged neutrality violations. 
Raeder’s statements were made 
in answer to questions by counsel 
for Joachim von Ribbentrop, Nazi 
foreign minister. 

The admiral testified that Amer- 
ican “neutrality patrols” during 
the summer of 1941 operated more 
than 1000 miles from the United 
States, although the so-called neu- 
trality area extended only 300 
miles. 

Declaring that shortly after the 
Nazi attack on Russia the United 
States had stated it would help 
the Soviet Union, Raeder said he 
had told Hitler that Germany 
should “eontinue to leave Amer- 
ican ships alone despite the dis- 
advantages arising from such a 
course.” 


An account has reached here of 
a Tehran report that Qavam has 
appointed Gen. Aman-Lah Jahan- 
bani, a friend of the Soviet Un- 
fon, as chief of staff of the cen- 
tral Iranian Government’s army, 
replacing Gen. Aghaveli, a war- 
time internee in a British-Soviet 
detention camp. 

Married Russian Woman. 

“-Lanbani, a prince of the for 
mer Kajar dynasty and Russian- 
trained as a Cossack officer, mar- 
ried a Russian. His son now is 
in Moscow as a student. Jahan- 
bani is a vice president of the 
Iran-Soviet Cultural Society. 

This report followed Qavam’s 
recent public attack on “those per- 
sons who fish in troubled waters” 
by inciting intrigue and “ignoring 
the fact that no foreign govern- 
ment has the right to interfere in 
Iranian internal affairs.” Qavam 
promised that “in order to safe- 
guard the higher interests of the 
country I will exterminate without 
pity all malevolent elements like 
pestiferous insects.”

GUT IN 3 PER CENT 
JOBLESS PAY TAX 


Social Security Chief for 
2 Pct. Levy — Says 7 
Billions Have Piled Up 


in Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (UP)— 
Chairman Arthur J. Altmeyer, of 
the Social Security Board, urged 
Congress today to reduce the 3 
per cent Federal unemployment 
tax rate to 2 per cent. 

He disclosed that states now 
have on deposit with the Federal 
Treasury nearly seven billion 
dollars of unemployment’ tax 
fun This is the equivalent of 
more’ than four years’ of em- 
ployers’ contributions. 

“Even if we should have as 
many as three and one-half mil- 
lion unemployed, the average state 
would be able to finance benefits 
with a contribution rate of less 
than 2 per cent without being 
‘obliged to draw upon accumulated 
reserves,” he said. 

He made the statement before 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. It is holding general hear- 
ings on the Social Security Act. 

Employers now are allowed 4 
credit of up to 2.7 per cent of their 
tax if their state has enacted an 
unemployment compensation law. 
Altmeyer proposed that this credit 
be made 1.8 per cent. He repeated 
his proposals for a unified federal 
unemployment compensation sys- 
tem, He said there are “inherent 
defects” in a state-by-state system. 

“It is because of these inherent 
defects in a state-by-state unem- 
ployment insurance system that 
the Social Security Board has be- 
come convinced that we should 
have one national system of un- 
employment insurance in order to 
furnish the workers of this coun- 
try the maximum amount of pro- 
tection against wage loss due to 
unemployment,“ he said. 


GOV, ARNALL SEEKS RULING 
ON ACTION AGAINST KLAN 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 20 (UP)— 
Gov. Ellis Arnall today revealed 
he had asked the state attorney 
general for a ruling on what “can 
be done legally” with the Ku Klux 
Klan in Georgia. He said the re- 
cent Klan display “desecrated 
Stone Mountain and brought the 
name of Georgia into ridicule.” 

The governor said it was not 
“necessary to hide anything in the 
state behind hoods, witchery and 
hoodooism.” Arnall asked Attor- 
ney General Ben Cook to search 
the laws of the state to determine 
if the Klan could not be outlawed 
or have its charter withdrawn. 

When told of Arnall’s request, 
Dr. Samuel Green, head of the 
Georgia Klan, said, “They can't 
take our charter away from us 
legally. It is a legally constituted 
body in Georgia.” He had no com- 
ment when he was asked if the 
Klan would fight in the courts to 
preserve the charter. 


300 JAP FARMERS ‘FALL OFF 
THE WAGON’ AFTER 20 YEARS 


KYOTO, Japan, May 20 (UP)— 
More than 300 Kyoto farmers fell 
off the wagon” with a bang today 
to end a self-imposed 20-year 
period of teetotalitarianism. 

In 1926 the farmers pledged 
themselves to abstain from their 
favorite beverage until they had 
saved enough money for a new 
primary school. Last week they 
counted up the community's 
school fund and found they had

OFFICIAL URGES BIPARTISAN GROUP 


FOR’ RESTRICTING 
WELFARE FUNDS 


12 Senators of Both Par- 
ties Will Support Byrd 
Amendment to Labor 
Disputes Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
A bipartisan group of Senators 
pressing for labor disputes legisla- 
tion agreed today to back a pro- 
hibition against sole union control 
of workers’ welfare funds to which 
employers contribute. Such a bar 
has been proposed by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, as an 
amendment to pending labor legis- 
lation, Its supporters say it is 
aimed primarily at John L. Lewis's 
demand for a payroll levy to fi- 


nance a health and welfare fund 
for coal miners. 


With the Senate entering its 
second week of debate on labor 
bills, 12 Democrats and Republi- 
cans met in the office of Senator 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, in an ef- 
fort to work out a program all 
could support. 

Senators Ellender (Dem.), Loui- 
Siana, and Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
reporters afterward that the 
agreement to back Byrd's proposal 
was about all that was accomp- 
lished. 


For Rewriting Amendment. 

They said it was agreed that 
Byrd's amendment should be re- 
written to permit operation of 
present welfare funds for the du- 
ration of existing contracts. Six 
unions now have contracts under 
which employers contribute all or 
part of welfare funds managed by 
the unions. 

Once these contracts run out, 
the unions and employers would 
come under Byrd's bar if the re- 
drafted amendment should become 
law. Byrd asked that employers 
who establish welfare funds have 
equal voice with unions in the 
spending of them. 

Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, demanded today that the Sen- 
ate stay in continuous day and 
night session until it passes a la- 


bor disputes bill. 

Critical of what he termed Pres- 
ident Truman's failure to recom- 
mend “balanced” legislation, he 
said he feared the threat of a 
general strike unless current con- 
troversies involving coal and the 
railroads are settled. 

George told a reporter: 

“The President ought to ask 
the Senate to stay in continuous 
day and night sessions until we 
get some action in this crisis. It's 
not too late, if we have sympa- 
thetic executive support, for Con- 
gress to do something. But if it 
is to be effective we must have 
that kind of presidential assist- 
ance.” 

Wants Definite Word. 

George contended that Truman 
had failed to say what legislation 
he was willing to support in the 
present strike crisis, beyond mak- 
ing a recommendation for estab- 
lishment of fact-finding boards 
such as had been created in some 
instances by executive order.

An informant said members of 
this group had intimated they 
would not object to amendments 
routlawing secondary boycotts and 
eliminating foremen from cover- 
age of the Wagner Act if this 
would head off other proposed 
changes. He said he saw scant 
chance, however, that a com- 
promise could be reached. 
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TRUMAN SAYS CRITICAL TIME 
OF FAMINE IS JUST AHEAD 


Countries Able to Help Must Heighten Their 
Efforts, He Asserts in Message to 
18-Nation Conference. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
President Truman informed the 
international food conference to- 
day that the remaining weeks be- 
fore the 1946 grain harvest will 
be especially critical in famine 
areas. 

He said the United States and 
other countries in a position to 
help “must continue and heighten 
their efforts.” 

Truman’s statement was made 


in a welcoming talk read by Sec-- 


retary of Agriculture Anderson 
before an opening meeting of the 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations, called 
to map a broad fight on long-term 
famine conditions. Attending the 
conference are representatives of 
18 nations and five international 
organizations. 
“Heavy Responsibilities.” 

“In meeting at this critical pe 
riod,” the President's message said, 
you have heavy responsibilities 
and great opportunities. 

“What this conference accom- 
plishes or fails to accomplish will 
make its mark not only in the 
areas where people are hungry as 
the aftermath of war, but in all 
parts of the earth and for a long 
time to come.” 

Truman. said any step toward 
feeding the world’s families better 
and making the fullest use of the 
products of farms and fisheries is 
“a step toward winning and secur- 
ing the peace.” 

The world-wide scarcity of bread 
grains, he said, cannot be com- 
pletely overcome with the 18946 
harvest. Deficits in livestock 
products, he added, will continue 
fo. a long time. 

Hoover Urges World Group. 

Herbert Hoover, addressing the 
session, urged the creation by 
Sept. 1 of a broad international 
food administration to spur pro- 
duction and guide distribution of 
supplies, He asserted there was 
need for drastic reorganization of 
the world fight on famine. 

Hoover said the food agency he 
suggested should take over the 
food and agriculture activities of 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration and 
the British - Canadian - American 
Combined Food Board, as well as 
all other world agencies connect- 
ed with food and agriculture. 
UNRRA is scheduled to go out of 
business Dec. 31, except for relief 
for China. The food board also 
is slated to die Dec. 31. 

Hoover said the agency, which 
he suggested be named the United 
Nations Food Administration, 
should be directed by a single food 
administrator and a small advis- 
ory committee. 

He said that if should be the 
agency's purpose to return to nor- 
mal commerce the food, fertilizer 
and farm supply business of the 
world “with all speed possible.” 

“Moreover,” he said, “the world 
must quit charity as a basis of 
widespread food distribution. I 
cannot too strongly emphasize 
that charitable distribution is 
hugely wasteful and inefficient.” 

Hoover said that after Sept. 1 
nations should finance their own 
food purchases by other means 
than charity. 

“We can hope,” he said, “for 
some breathing spell from the ten- 
sity of the present situation at 
that time.” 

The proposed food administra- 
tion would serve only in the period

of food scarcity and agriculture 
reconstruction from the war. 

Asserting that the food problem 
should be directly under auspices 
of the United Nations Security 
Council the former President said 
“the primary purpose of the Unit- 
ed Nations is to give security and 
peace to the world. 

“Effective distribution of food 
during scarcity and the frecon- 
struction of agriculture, and 
above all, the reconstruction of 
human beings,” he said, “is essen- 
tial to order and peace of the 
world. The first voice of war is 
the guns, but the.final voice in 
making peace is food.” 

Anderson Named Chairman. 

Secretary Anderson was made 
chairman of the conference. 

It was estimated that the world 
may fall one-third short on food 
again next year. The estimate 
came from the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization — known as 
F. A. O. — and predicted that 30, 
500,000 metric tons of wheat 
would be needed in shortage areas 
with only 18,000,000 to 20,000,000 
tons available from surplus coun- 
tries. A metric ton is a little 
more than 2200 pounds, roughly 
the equivalent of a long ton. 

Sir John Orr, director general 
of the F. A. O., warned that: 

“The position seems to be that 
following the 1946 harvest the 
world will be as badly off for food 
as it was at the time of the 1945 
harvest because this time we will 
have no great reserves of food 
carried over from the previous 
year to fall back on. 

“We are faced with a three or 
four year shortage. Unless ener- 
getie measures are taken, the pre- 
diction made during the war that 
far more people would die as the 
direct or indirect result of hunger 
in the two or three years after 
the war than were killed in all 
the battles and bombing may 
come true.” 

Russia turned down an invita- 
tion to the international food con- 
ference and, up to the last minute, 
did not even plan to send an ob- 
server. It was uncertain, too, 
whether Argentina, Brazil and 
Siam would be represented. These 
countries and international organi- 
zations had accepted: 

Australia, Canada, Chile, China, 
Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
France, Greece, India, The Neth- 
erlands, New Zealand, Norway, 
Peru, Poland, United Kingdom, 
United States, Yugoslavia, United 
Nations Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization, Emergency Economic 
Committee for Europe, UNRRA, 
Combined Food Board and the 
International Labor Office. 

The probability, Sir John said, 
is that the food shortage “will 
continue until the 1948 harvest.”

NANKING, May 20 (AP)—Gen. 
George C, Marshall, American spe- 
cial envoy to China, sharply criti- 
cized both Communist and Gov- 
ernment factions today for their 
part in the Chinese civil war. 

Saying he was deeply concerned 
over “the critical situation in 
north China” and was endeavoring 
“by every means” to prevent the 
spread of general fighting from 
Manchuria southward, Marshall 
censured both factiong for their 
propaganda campaigns, which he 
said “naturally inflame feelings 


and increase the possibility of 
some hotheads precipitating a 
general conflagration.” 


“The reckless pro nda of 
hate and suspicion,” rshall said, 
“seriously aggravates the present 
situation and can lead to results 
which will be disastrous to the 
people of China.” 

Szepingkai Captured. | 

The American general made his 
extraordinary charges in a press 
release shortly after the capture 
of Szepingkai by Government 
forces had been announced at 
army headquarters in Mukden and 
confirmed by Government sources 
at Peiping. 

The American envoy said that 
the operation of the vernment- 
Communist-American truce teams 
was made especially difficult by 
the “spreading of pro anda 
among officers and soldiers of 
both sides and on the success of 
these teams China largely depends 
for her effort to at least localize 
if not to suppress the conflicts.” 

He commented that the Amer 
ican members of the teams were 
coping with conditions which in- 
volved the risk of their lives in

Union leaders pointed out that 
higher wages in the industry and 
training afforded veterans under 
the G.L Bill of Rights have served 
to attract more men. Apprentice- 
veterans, under the G.I, Bill, are 
able to supplement regular wages 
with government subsistence pay- 
ments—$65 a month for men with- 
out dependents and $90 with de- 
pendents—but the total wage and 
subsistence must remain below 
journeymen scales. 


Special Grades for Veterans. 


Union men also point out that 
some trades are giving special at- 
tention to veterans who have had 
some training in military service 
related to the trade by starting 
them at advance grades. In addi- 
tion, some unions also have in- 
creased the maximum age for be- 
ginning apprentices, the plasterers 
recently having upped theirs to 
30. . 


Government's emergency housing 
program appears to be labor. 

When the materials bottle-neck 
fs broken by an anticipated flood 
of production, industry leaders be- 
lieve there will remain the impor- 
tant question of availability of 
skilled craftsmen in sufficient 
numbers to cope with a huge 
home building program. 

Widely divergent views are en- 
countered in seeking an answer 
to this vital question—some con- 
tractors believe there is an acute 
manpower shortage which will be 
a serious impediment to unrestric- 
ted construction, and union lead- 
ers in the building trades assert 
flatly that the labor supply in the 
St. Louis area is sufficient for a 
10,000-homes-a-year program. 

Over-all figures on the labor 
pool in the building industry here 
are difficult to find, and those 
that are available often are predi- 
‘cated on baseless estimates and 
off-hand esses. 

Estimate of Trades Council Head. 

Probably the most accurate es 
timate comes from John J. Church, 
executive secretary of the St. 
Louis Building and Construction 
Trades Council, who places the 
current labor supply, skilled and 
semi-skilled, at 25,000 in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. 

This number, Church said, is 
about the same as the total crafts- 
men, union and non-union, as 
were engaged in the industry here 
in prewar years, but the figure 
represents a large increase in the 
number of union members be- 
cause ot an intensive campaign 
during the war to organize non- 
union labor in St. Louis county. 

Without figures on the labor 
supply in the 1925 building boom 
here on which to draw a com- 
parison for manpower needs in 
the projected housing program, 
the adequacy of the present labor 
pool remains enveloped in uncer- 
tainty. However, Church and 
other union men are positive in 
their assertions that it is ample. 

It is probable that the best an- 
wer to the manpower question 
lies somewhere between the two 
extremes — not as plentiful as 
Church maintains nor as acute as 
the contractors believe. 

In viewing ‘the labor situation 
as it exists today, Church said 
that all available manpower has 
not been absorbed in residential 
building because of lack of ma- 
terials. With new commercial 
construction now largely barred, 
labor is being thrown back on the 
market as commercial] jobs, begun 
before restrictions were re-im- 
posed, are finished. As a result, 
many are idle, he said. 

Fear of Future Oversupply. 

Fears expressed by contractors 
that the labor supply will be in- 
adequate for the anticipated boom 
have been translated by industry 
leaders into exhortations that the 
trade unions initiate large-scale 
apprentice programs to produce 
more skilled craftsmen. The 
unions charge that these demands 
constitute an attempt to over- 
supply the labor market in future 
years and break down wage struc- 
tures. 

Union officials say there are 
more apprentices today in the

HE following table shows

Generally ‘speaking, however, 
trade unions are keeping an eye 
zealously cocked on the ratio of 
apprentices to journeymen to 
make certain the labor market 
will not be over-supplied in pos- 
sible lean days in the future. 

Contractors feel there is little 
possibility of too many appren- 
tices as long as unions exercise 
their prerogative of limiting ad- 
missions. This, they say, has the 
effect of raising the median age 
of skilled craftsmen with resulting 
lower productivity and the ulti- 
mate effect will be an acute 
shortage of journeymen. 


Average Age in Trades. 


Surveys made by the Depart- 
ment of Labor show that the 
average age of craftsmen in nine 
construction trades has risen from 
38 in 1920 to 42 in 1940, and in- 
dications are that it is now close 
to 45 because of the lack of in- 
fusion of young men in the 1930s 
and during the war. The carpen- 
ter trade appears in the least 
favorable position with a median 
age of 47, with more than 7 per 
cent over 65 and only 2 per cent 
under 20. ‘ 


These surveys indicate, indus- 
try leaders maintain, that less 
than half as many young men 
are attracted or admitted to the 
trade as are necessary to replace 
workers over 65 and those who 
die or retire before 65. 

The increased cost of on-site 
labor in the building and con- 
struction industry today is attrib- 
uted by industry spokesmen to 
two primary factors — higher 
wages and lower productivity. La- 
bor sharply disputes both points. 


Wage Rates Up Since 1941. 


The accompanying schedule of 
wage rates in the industry here 
shows how wages have soared 
since Jan. 1,. 1941, basic date of 
the Little Steel formula, and this 
despite the fact that building and 
construction is one of a few ma- 
jor industries in which wages re- 
main under control of the gov- 
ernment, Whether such controls 
will terminate June 30, as sched- 
uled, remains to be seen, but 
many observers believe, and most 
consumers hope, they will be ex- 
tended until the supply of labor 
and building materials returns to 
near-normal levels. 

Labor contends increased wages 
are necessary because of greatly 
increased living costs and be- 
cause take-home pay has been 
cut by reduction of overtime pay 
and income tax deductions. Prior 
to withholding of income taxes, 
contractors were not required to 
report on employes receiving less 
than $750 in a calendar year. De- 
spite good annual incomes, many 
workers did not earn $750 from 
a single employer and hence 
escaped paying taxes. 

As of Jan. 1, 1941, there were 
two sets of wage scales in St. 
Louis—one for workers on resi- 
dential jobs and the other for 
those on commercial or industrial 
jobs. The residential rate was 
about 50 cents an hour lower than 
the commercial scale. Since then,

For example, more carpenters, 
whose wages have increased 70 
per cent on residential jobs, are 
employed for more hours on a five- 
room bungalow than plasterers, 
whose residential wages have gone 
up 52 per cent. The percentages 
are shown only to present an in- 
dication of how wages have in- 
creased, 

41 Rates Too Low, Church Says. 

Commenting on the sky-rocket- 
ing of wages, Church declared the 
1941 rates on residential construc- 
tion were “absurdly low” and were 
agreed to by labor only to enable 
the trades to organize non-union 
labor in St. Louis county and ob- 
tain contracts with builders’ or- 
ganizations, Only in rare instances 
today can a non-union job be 
found in the erstwhile open-shop 
territory. 

Church asserted that as far as 
the consumer is concerned the 
matter of increased labor wages 
in relation to increased labor cost 
is shrouded in confusion because 
in the day of low pay scales con- 
tractors took advantage of de- 
pressed wages to make more 
profit, Thus the consumer did not 
realize the entire saving on labor 
cost, he said. 

Labor cost on a standard type 
St. Louis house is 35 per cent of 
the total cost, according to a 
standard reference compilation, 
but union leaders, disputing the 
figure, maintain the proportion is 
closer to 25 per cent. They ex- 
pressed the opinion that the high 
cost of building a home today can 
be attributed in most part to the 
high price of materials, especially 
black-market prices in the case of 
lumber, and to larger profits for 
contractors. 

Contractors, naturally, take is- 
sue with this, pointing out that 
the building industry is highly 
competitive and that they can not 
make exorbitant profits when they 
must bid “close to the line” to 
obtain contracts. They add, too 
that most craftsmen insist on 
working a six-day week with dou- 
ble time for the sixth day. 

Average Wage at Peak. 

With the average wage for the 
principal home - building trades 
now at a record-high of $1.80 an 
hour for skilled labor and $1.23 
for unskilled and _ semi-skilled 
workers, indications point to an- 
other upward climb. Contractors 
and five unions have agreed on 
further wage increases (see ac- 
companying chart), and it is un- 
derstood other trades soon will 
press for additional wage boosts. 

As of last July 1, according to 
the Department of Labor, St. 
Louls ranked third among nine 
cities in the 500,000 to 1,000,000 
populatior. group with an average 
hourly rate for journeymen in 
buildin; Wes of 31.697. This was 
surpassed only by Washington, 
D. C., with $1.803, and Pittsburgh, 
Pa. with 31.757. Average for the 
group was $1.651. As has been 
noted, several crafts here received 
increases since that time. 


EX-MARINE TO ASK 
WASHINGTON FOR 
MEAT FOR HIS SHOP 


Packers Won't Sell It to Him 
and OPA Denies 
Slaughter Permit. 


William Deichmann, a former 
marine who has been in the re- 
tail meat business since April 18 
without being able to obtain any 
meat for sale, said today he would 
fly to Washington this evening to 
see if something can’t be done to 
straighten out his situation, 

Deichmann opened his retail 
meat shop at 1321 St. Louis ave- 
nue after borrowing $4500 from a 
bank under the G.I. Bill of Rights. 
He was unable to get any meat 
from packers who were saving 
their reduced output for old cus- 
tomers. 

At the same time he was told 
he could not obtain a custom 
slaughterer’s permit from the Of- 
fice of Price Administration be- 
cause he was not in the slaughter- 
ing business in 1944 and had not 
invested any money in butchering 
equipment during the past year. 
In 1944, he pointed out, he was 
with Carlson’s Raiders in the Pa-

David J. Murphy. He refused to 
allow State Representative George 
Munger of Bloomfield, Mo., to 
enter his appearance for James

“I would have filed my entry 
of appearance for him last Friday 
if he had been where I could have 
seen him. As far as being here 
for the sole purpose of obtaining 
a continuance, I’m a lawyer; I've 
tried hundreds of cases and I 
would not take the case solely for 
the purpose of obtaining a con- 
tinuance.” 

“How many cases have you tried 
in St. Louis?” Judge Murphy 
asked. 

“Mighty few,” Munger replied. 
“About six, all civil cases, not 
criminal.” 

„J dislike to hurt your feelings,” 
the judge said, “but I think you 
are planning subsequently on fil- 
ing for a continuance because you 
are a member of the Legislature. 
That would be mandatory on me 
to accept. Under the circum- 
stances, I’m going to deny your 
application.” 

Weinbrenner sought to with- 
draw as Cooper’s counsel, but 
Judge Murphy refused to permit 
it. Cooper protested that Munger 
was his lawyer, to which the 
judge replied: “Not in this case.” 
The judge then ordered the sher- 
iff to call prospective jurymen. 

Cooper was charged with the 
theft of a safe containing $5500 
from the Norside Theater last 
Sept. 4. A co-defendant, Harvey 
Miller, a former convict and no- 
torious safe-cracker, was found 
guilty and sentenced to 15 years 
in prison.

Public Service Board Favors 
Operation by Department 
of Streets, Sewers. 


The city Board of Public Service 
voted unanimously today to place 
the public parking lot, on the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial riverfront site, directly in 
charge of the Department of 
Streets and Sewers. This would 
rescind the decision, announced 
May 7, to contract with William 
Foltyn to operate the lot, Foltyn 


to take one-half the net proceeds. 

The Board of Public Service 
resolution, as ‘proposed by Presi- 
dent Milton M. Kinsey and Di- 
rector Arthur C. Meyers of the 
Department of Streets and Sew- 
ers, provides that the latter de- 
partment shall make all arrange- 
ments for public use of the park- 
ing space, and shall hire any 
necessary personnel. The previous 
plan was that Foltyn should pro- 
vide the personnel. 

Members of the board said that, 
since the plans were announced, 
other offers to operate the lot had 
been received, and that the pro- 
posals varied so widely, and left 
so many features uncertain, that 
the policy of direct operation by 
the city seemed desirable. 


The board’s action was approved 
later by the city Beard of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. The 
Board of Estimate voted also that 
it would recommend an appro- 
priation for operating the lot, as 
soon as the costs have been as- 
certained by the Streets and Sew- 
ers Department. ee. from 
the lot wili go into the city treas- 
ury. 

A flat fee of $10,000 a year will 
be charged the Public Service Co. 
for parking its busses in the sec- 
tion of the tract east of Third 
street, the Board of Estimate de- 
cided. Hitherto the company has 
dealt with the National Park 
Service. Deputy Comptroller Ray 
Schroeder reported that the num- 
ber of busses parked on the site 
is about 790 a week, and the rentai 
was figured on the basis of 25 
cents a day per bus. 

Foltyn, manager of Union Mar- 
ket garage, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he had not 
been informed by city officials of 
the change in plans, and did not 
wish to comment, 

Director Meyers has not an- 
nounced a date for opening the 
80-acre tract, minus three re- 
served strips, to public parking, 
at rates still to be fixed, He said 
the paved streets within the area 
were ready for parking. Other 
areas which may need surfacing 
to make them suitable for the 
purpose will be surfaced as 
needed. 

The board approved the plan 
for the Third street section of the 
proposed inter-regional highway 
system. Director of Public Wel- 
fare Henry S. Caulfield voted 
against this action, the four other 
members favored it. The plan 
calls for a highway six lanes in 
width, with a central parkway.

Justice Department Request, 


The Justice Department asked 
the Supreme Court to rule the

Declines to Review City Tax. 

The court refused to interfere 
with a city’s tax on the income of 
a worker from another state, Its 
action left standing a Pennsyl- 
vania superior court decision that 
Philadelphia had a right to levy 
on a New Jersey man employed 
at the Philadelphia Navy yard. 

William G. Barnes, who ap- 
pealed from paying the tax of 1% 
per cent of annual income, said 
he did not pass through Philadel- 
phia going to and from work; 
received no reciprocal benefits 
from the city; noted that the 
Federal Government had exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over the navy 
yard, and contended the levy vio- 
lated his constitutional rights. 

A Supreme Court ruling, he said, 
“would quiet much unrest, which 
on one occasion, even during the 
war, resulted in a deplorable work 
stoppage at the navy yard.” The 
court declined to review the ap- 
peal. 

Ruling on Fall From Train. 

In another decision, the Su- 
preme Court granted a new trial 
to a newlywed who said he fell 
from à train window while suffer- 
ing “delerium tremens.” He sued 
for $250,009 damages. 

The suit, filed against the South- 
ern Pacific railroad by Gilbert E. 
Thiel, contended the line’s em- 
ployes had been told in advance 
of his condition and should have 
guarded him. A jury denied him 
damages.

LOW-COST CLOTHING 
PROGRAM CONTINUED 


CPA and OPA Call for Fore- 
casts on Woolen and 
Worsted Output. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
The Government announced last 
night that its program designed 
to stimulate production of inex- 
pensive clothing will be continued 
into the July-September quarter of 
this year. 

At the same time the Civilian 
Production Administration and the 
Office of Price Administration 
called for forecasts on the output 
of woolen and worsted fabrics as 


a part of a survey aimed at in- 
creasing the supply of men’s suits. 

Continuance of CPA's low-cost 
clothing progr4m in the third 
quarter will maintain the set-aside 
of large quantities of cotton, rayon 
and wool fabrics for inexpensive 
garments, including shirts, under- 
wear, pajamas, dresses, suits, over- 
coats and a variety of children’s 
apparel] items. 

This program was started about 
a year ago as a supplement to 
OPA’s maximum average price 
regulation, which requires manu- 
facturers to produce the same ra- 
tio of low- to high-priced garments 
they did in 1943, 

CPA Administrator John D. 
Small, reporting that consumer de- 
mand still is at record levels, said 
it would be CPA policy to con- 
tinue present controls until the 
agency is satisfied that inflation- 
ary pressures will not push low- 
cost clothing off the market. 

CPA and OPA asked producers 
for third-quarter forecasts on out- 
put of woolen and worsted fabrics 
in connection with industry pro- 
posals aimed at obtaining from 
5,000,000 to 10,000,000 more suits 
for men this year. Annual output 
at present is about 20,000,000 suits. 

To help achieve such a gain, the 
industry has asked for elimination 
of the average price regulation as 
it applies to woolen and worsted 
fabrics, and discontinuance of the 
cloth set-aside for suits to sell at 
retail for $35 or less. 

The agencies have agreed to con- 
sider these proposals if the indus- 
try can show that revocation of 
controls will not cut production of 
inexpengive suits.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)—

Penicillin, another war-born 
drug, may also have this effect, 
the report added on the basis of 
preliminary studies. 

Carrying out tests on more than 
2000 mice, the scientists found the 
amount of streptomycin used de- 
termined whether the drug killed 
or cured. Disease-fighting concen- 
trations lie relatively close to 
those that stimulate disease. 

So far, this theory has not been 
tried on humans, but Dr. Henry 
Welch and his co-workers in the 
division of penicillin control and 
immunology, declare it is “entire- 
ly logical” that “improper dosage 
may lead to undesirable results.” 

Results in the treatment of ty- 
phoid fever and undulant fever in 
men and women have been un- 
explainably erratic; some patients 
are cured, others show no im- 
provement even after large doses. 

Welch suggests in the journal 
of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association that under certain 
conditions streptomycin actually 
increases activity of the germ it is 
being used to fight. He could not 
explain definitely this quirk. 

Treating typhoid-infected mice 
with a low dosage, the research- 
ers found that increases in 
streptomycin caused comparable 
increases in the deaths and that 
in a particular range more of the 
mice died than when none of the 
drug at all was administered. 

Beyond this point, a further in- 
crease brought a drop in the 
deaths and when the dose was 
“sufficiently high” no deaths oc- 
curred,

BLACK MARKET ‘WILDER THAN 
EVER,’ MEAT PACKERS CHARGE 


CHICAGO, May 20 (UP)—The 
American Meat Institute charged 
today that the black market is 
running “wilder than ever,” and 
that some packers last week re- 
ported that beef production was 
the lowest in their history. 

The institute, representing pack- 
ers, charged also that the Office 
of Price Administration’s slaugh- 
ter control order had failed. 

“The legitimate meat packing 
industry now is producing beef at 
about one fourth of its normal 
operating capacity, although ev- 
ery effort has been made to in- 
crease production and still remain 
within OPA price compliance 
ranges in the purchase of cattle,” 
the institute said. 

“The black market now is wild- 
er than ever and no relief for the 
average beef consumer is in 
sight,” the report said. The soon- 
er all price and related controls 
are removed from the livestock 
and meat business, the sooner the 
industry can restore order.”

THis statement was made in a 
report by John W. Snyder, Direc- 
tor of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion, to President Truman 
last night. In it Snyder said: 

The problem of closing the gap 
between the capacity of the col- 
leges and the anticipated demand 
for enrollment in September is 
urgent. On the basis of programs 
for expansion before the issuance 
eof this report, the institutions, 
with a potential student body of 
2,080,000, estimate they will be 
able to accommodate not more 
than 1,000,000. 

“Unless more far-reaching ac- 
tion ig taken, between 400,000 and 
500,000 young people may have to 
be turned away from the college 
#areers on which they are anxious 
to embark. Among them will be 
270,000 veterans who will be un- 
able to redeem the pledge of edu- 
cational opportunity that was 
made to them in the “G.I. Bill of 
Rights.” 

One of the major difficulties, of 
housing, and perhaps the most 
important section of Snyder’s 50- 
page report dealt with that phase 
of the problem. He said that the 
Federal Government is playing the 
major role in providing living 
quarters, but that help will be 
meeded from state and local gov- 
ernments, as well as the institu- 
tions themselves. 

Housing for 300,000 Veterans. 

By the end of the year, Snyder 
said, the Federal Government will 
have provided or assisted in pro- 
viding temporary housing for 300,- 
000 student veterans. These 
housing units fall into three 
groups, of about 100,000 each, as 
follows: 

1. Federally - owned buildings 
converted and moved at Govern- 
ment expense. 

2. War housing units rented to 
students on veterans’ priorities. 

3. Buildings converted at col- 
lege expense with beds, bedding 
and furnishings supplied by the 
Government, and military camps 
and other establishments used on 
present sites. Available housing 
in this group is expected to be in- 
creased as the Army and Navy 
deciare installations surplus. 

Under the first classification, 
the Federal Public Housing Au- 
thority will spend about $200,000,- 
000 to move and set up on new 
sites near colleges barracks, porta- 
ble housing and quonset huts, and 
to convert hospitals, barracks and 
mess halls on present sites. It 
will not be possible to provide 
more than 100,000 units, although 


as of May 1 some 800 institutions 


had requested 200,000 units and 
550 of the applicants had been al- 
located 45,000 units. 

Basis for Allocations. 

Originally, Snyder said, the 
wnits were allocated on the basis 
of “first come, first served,” but 
a standard now has been set up 
which allows one unit for each 
three veterans on the rolls as of 
last Feb. 28. 

In the category of war hous- 
fing, of which there are about 
500,000 units, student veterans will 
be allowed about 100,000 units. The 
FPHA is obtaining surplus busses 
for use where the units are dis- 
tant from the colleges. As an ex- 
ample, it was pointed out that the 
University of Michigan at Ann Ar- 
bor is housing 200 students at 
Willow Run Village, near Detroit, 
about 25 miles away. 

Assistance is given in the third 
classification by providing fur- 
-nishings for garages, gymnasiums 
and laboratory basements convert- 
ed to dormitories by the schools. 
Army and Navy facilities are 
being donated or leased for librar- 
jes and recreation buildings as 
well as living quarters. For the 
most part, a single college has 
been taking over all facilities at 
| a specific camp. However, at least 
' ohne Army establishment, Camp 
Shanks, N. Y., is being converted 
to house 2400 families of veterans 
| who will attend several colleges 
in New York City. 

Snyder emphasized the import- 
ance of community campaigns to 
assist veterans in finding living 
_ quarters. He said that student 
veterans at the University of IIli- 
. mois conducted a door-to-door ean- 
' wass with surprisingly successful 
results. 

The report said early calcula- 
tions as to the number of vet- 
erans who would be interested in 
higher education were upset by 
the granting of higher subsistence 
allowances and the difficulty 


many veterans are having in find- 000 


ing suitable jobs. Although Snyder 
did not say so, it would seem rea- 
' gonable to suppose that some of 
the applications for enrollment 
would be withdrawn if veterans 
found satisfactory employment be- 
fore September. 

A contributory factor in the 
crowding of the colleges may be 
an increased number of high 
school graduates who will want to 
enroll if released from the draft. 
There is also a serious shortage 
of teachers and of textbooks. 

Shortage of Books, Teachers. 

The report noted acute short- 
ages not only of housing but of 
facilities, books and teachers. 

It urged President Truman to 
appoint a “National Commission 
on Higher Education” to work 
during the summer on these and 
other problems and report “in 
time for their consideration by 
the Administration and the next 
Congress.” 

Meanwhile it proposed a num- 


provide facilities for all of them. 


ber of steps to be taken by the 
institutions themselves, including: 
Raising teachers’ salaries to 
competitive levels.” 
Making “more effective use of 
their present campus facilities.” 
In this connection Snyder noted 
that during the war “such facili- 
ties as dining halls and gynasi- 
ums were used in shifts. Labora- 
tories, classrooms and libraries 
were used for longer hours than 
in peacetime... And afternoons, 
evenings and Sundays were em- 
ployed for classroom work.” 
“Thé war is not over for the 
colleges,” he continued. “Until 
they can catch up with the de- 
mand for their services, they will 
be forced to use every physical re- 
source to capacity, and to postpone 
resumption of their normal, and 
desirable, peacetime pace of opera- 


tion.” : 
in 1947. 

“Even more veterans will be en- 
rolled in the fall of 1947,” Snyder 
added, “and the peak of veterans 
enrollment will probably not be 
reached until the fall of 1948. Not 
until 1950-51 will the mumber of 
veterans in college begin to de- 
cline significantly.” 

The Federal Government will 
spend at least one billion dollars 
for the college education of veter- 
ans in the 1946-47 school year if 
about 700,000 veterans are enrolled, 
the report noted. 

“Over the years,” it continued, 
“the Federal Government will 
spend about six billion dollars for 
college education of World War 
II veterans—almost half as much 
as was the total for all purposes 
spent for all benefits to veterans 
of World War 1.” 

The report proposed that “close 
attention” be given to expanding 
junior college facilities and “to 
the possibility of developing a new 
intermediate group of technical in- 
stitutes.” 

All states also were urged to set 
up central clearance systems “to 
guide students to schools which 
have vacancies.” The report said 
such systems have been worked 
out in Alabama, Tennessee, Ohio 
and several other states. 


DEMONSTRATION AT CAPITAL 
BY JET-PROPELLED PLANES 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
Aerial acrobatics in formation at 
500 miles an hour were demon- 
strated over the nation’s capital 
yesterday by Army jet propelled 
fighter planes at the end of a 
trans-continental flight from 
March Field, Calif. 

The new P-80 Shooting Star 
craft dramatized postwar ad- 
vances in military aviation for 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, Army Air 
Forces chief, and a throng of 
spectators shortly after complet- 
ing the 2500-mile cross-country 
trip by easy stages. 

The 29 jet planes, accompanied 
by five new type C-82 cargo planes 
which carried maintenance crews 
and equipment, left March Field 
Wednesday on a flight aimed at 
testing the mobility of such a 
group and working out mainte- 
nance and supply problems. 

The group is scheduled to leave 
May 23 for Chanute Field, III., 
on the first leg of the return 
flight.

Right-Wingers Also Infiltrate--- 
Jine and Use Reclamation Body

ONTRART to the general impression, the left-wingers in this 
(country do not have a monoply on the tactic of infiltrating into 
an organization in order to use it for their own purposes. Other 
kinds of wingers, and some without even hope of wings, are also 


adept at this practice. 

The most determined and most 
successful example of right-wing 
infiltration in recent years con- 
cerns the National Reclamation 
Association, a non-governmental 
organization, which sprang from 
the great Progressive movement 
during the early part of the cen- 
tury, and which was originally 


dedicated to furthering the recla- 
mation program of the Govern- 
ment. 

The goals of the Government's 
reclamation program have been 
three: (1) the irrigation of arid 
lands, (2) cheap electric power to 
pump water onto these lands, (3) | 
a limitation to 160 acres one per- 
son may own of such reclaimed 
land, 

For years, the Government, 
through the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, supported by the Reclama- 
tion Association, Marched toward 
these goals. In this fight, the 
Association was to the Bureat 
what the Navy League is to the 
Navy Department. 

The benefits which nave ac- 
crued to the nation through this 
co-operation of the Bureau and 
Reclamation Association have 
been incalculable. Monuments to 
their activity include the Salt 
River Valley in Arizona, and the 
Yakima Valley in Washington, 
both desert wastes before water 
was bronght to the land, and now 
flourishing gardens supplying 
fruits and vegetables to the great 
cities of the nation. 


Almost from the beginning, the 
reclamation program has been 
fought by two groups—the big 
landowners and the private power 
companies.

have finally adopted that time- 
honored maxim: “If you can’t lick 
‘em, jjne ’em, and use ’em.” 

Utility job holders have joined 


the Reclamation Association in 


droves and they have become an 
influence so great that this once 
great progressive body is now de- 
nouncing as “communistic” cheap 
public power and the 160-acre land 
limitation law—two of its three 
Original goals. 

The epithet “fellow-traveler” 
was hurled at Harry Bashore, 
then commissioner of the Federal 
Bureau of Reclamation, at the 
last meeting of the association 
when he urged a continuance of 
the association's original policies, 
Bashore was taken aback by such 
a classification. He had been an 
original Bull Mooser, but not a 
New Dealer. 

And last month, Floyd O. Hagie, 
secretary-manager of the associa- 
tion which is supposed to be fight- 
ing for the water users of the 
West, had the effrontery to urge 
higher rates for power from recla- 
mation dams. 

Hagie has since announced his 
resignation, for which the water 
users of the West may be thank- 
ful. He now has a job that will 
permit him more openly to frater- 
nize with his private power 
friends. 

His successor should be chosen 
with care, for the private utilities, 
by trying to take over the Recla- 
mation Association completely, 
would be in a fine position to play 
Grandmother Wolf to Little Red 
Riding Hood public. They could 
push their reactionary schemes 
under cover of a name which, be- 
fore the infiltration of the private 
power troopers, had won a repu- 
tation for liberal and popular poli- 
cles.

Many La Spezia Immigrants Bear 
Marks of Nazi Captivity. 

HAIFA, May 20 (AP) — More 
than 1000 homeless European 
Jews, who arrived here on two 
motorships which they chartered 
in Italy for an unauthorized dash 
to Palestine, were being assigned 
to transit camps in the Haifa area 
today as fast as authorities could 
complete formalities necessary to 
legalize their entry. a 
After embarking at La Spezia, 
Italy, early last month, the ref- 
ugees were detained there until 
May 5, when the British granted 
them certificates permitting their 
entry into Palestine. In the in- 
terim some of them engaged in a 
four-day hunger strike. 

Most of the Jews came from 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and the 
Baltic countries. Many bore tat- 
tooed numbers on their forearms 
indicating they had been in Nazi 
concentration camps. The major 
ity were young and doctors re- 
ported nearly all in good health. 


From an American point of 
view, you can gum the whole busi- 
ness up in four words: Strikes, 
inflation, famine and Molotov. 
Someone has described it as 
“peacelessness.” It’s the mot juste. 


Yet, this peacelessness is not 
surprising after a long destruc- 
tive war which was preceded by 
a period of international hyper- 
tension. Throughout the pre- 
war years, Great Britain, France 
and the United States did not 
always see eye to eye with Rus- 
sia. Is there reason to suppose 
that peace would bring an im- 
mediate composition of differ- 
ences? 


Similarly with the industrial un- 
rest now prevailing over here. 
Ever after NRA,-in the depression 
.’thirties, the unions were on the 
make in the United States. John 
L. Lewis spearheaded the growth 
of the CIO before he broke away 
from it. 

Yet all is not splinteration. 
There ig a basic binder in this 
world of ours. Men—nations— 
want goods. Russia, as a single 
example, seeks a billion dollars to 
buy American supplies. And 
American consumers are waiting 
for the Fords to roll by. 

Several years—two at the min- 
imum—of prosperity and high 
production are dammed up by 
strikes. That, in itself, constitutes 
a force in the United States. 
Labor leaders 
cannot dismiss the clamor of 
American consumers for refrig- 
erators and automobiles. The 
wave of strikes is drawing to an 
end. The tension in Congress sug- 
gests as much. The public was 
lackadaisical about Selective Serv- 
ice. The public is not lackadais- 
ical about goods, 

In short, the third sethack to 
production since VJ day is 
about to end. The first and 
major postwar setback came 
when the Army and Navy can- 
celed war contracts after the 
Japanese surrender. It lasted 
two and one-half months—from . 
mid-August through October. 
The ensuing recovery was 
stopped short by the G.M. strike, 
the electrical workers strike, 
and finally the steel strike. In 
one week, the steel rate plum- 
meted from 80 per cent of co- 
pacity to 5 per cent; never be- 
fore had the steel industry 
sunk so low.

The focal point of power and authority in the 
United States last Saturday was not in Wash- 
ington, D. C., but in the offices of the Railroad 
Brotherhoods at Cleveland, O. ) : 

It was to those offices that the nation’s eyes 
turned and to which the nation’s ears heark- 
ened. As the clock’s hands sped toward 4 p. m., 
when the rail strike was scheduled,-no word 
came from the two men A. F. Whitney of the 
trainmen brotherhood and Alvanley Johnston 
of the engineers—until the President of the 
United States beseeched them by telephone to 
postpone the strike. 

This they consented to do—for five days 
presumably on assurance that Mr. Truman would 
increase the terms of settlement recommended 
by his own special fact-finding board. 

Meanwhile, the war of nerves continues. This 

is Crisis Week. Unless the brotherhoods get 
what they want, the rail strike may go on 
at 4 p. m. Thursday. Unless John L. Lewis's 
demands are satisfied, the miners may walk out 
again next Saturday at the end of their 12-day 
truce. Collective bargaining, as such, has ceased, 
as the President and his battery of assistants go 
from one side of these two disputes to the other 
with suggestions for settlement. 
The people look on with dismay at this ex- 
hibition of labor union force tactics, on the one 
hand, and Government impotence on the other. 
They regard with disappointment and cynicism 
the humiliating role the President of the United 
States is playing. Both Lewis and Messrs. Whit- 
ney and Johnston have used him as a virtual 
pawn in the struggle now progressing. 

Throughout his career in Washington, Mr. 
Truman has been friendly to labor and has been 
particularly close to the Railroad Brotherhoods. 
As Senator, Vice President and President, he 
voted for and supported the sweeping reforms 
granted to labor during the New Deal. Yet it is 
against Mr. Truman and his Administration that 
labor has turned, to create one of the bitterest 


‘chapters of industrial warfare in history. Labor 


is taking advantage of its friends in the White 
House and in Congress in this election year; 
would it be acting so boldly if the forces of re- 
action were in the seats of political power? 

In any event, this Week of Crisis serves 
to point out, emphasize and underline the need 
for law to curb labor’s power when it threatens 
the paramount public interest. Both the friends 
and foes of labor in Congress and out are mov- 
ing to this end, and the case for action is well 
put by Robert Lasch of the Chicago Sun in to- 
day's Mirror of Public Opinion. Our economy 
has become too complicated and interdependent 
to tolerate industry-wide strikes in such funda- 
mentals as steel, coal or rails.

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Confusion in the Small- Loan Lobby 

There are signs of confusion in the camp of 
the Missouri small-loan lobby. Its forces were 
powerful enough the other day to bring about the 


‘killing of the House bill, setting up a lowered 


rate schedule, in a Senate committee. Then, it 
appears, the master-minds grew suddenly ap- 
palled on realizing that if no legislation is passed 
by July 1, the maximum rate for all loans will 
automatically drop to 8 per cent. So the high- 
rate lenders have had a change of heart and are 
supporting a new uniform-interest bill. 

-This new measure is better than the high-in- 
terest bill reported out by the Senate commit- 
tee, but its rates are still unduly steep. It 
changes the present exorbitant schedule only a 
little if at all. For instance, the pawnbroker 


rate of 24 per cent a year remains unaltered. . 


The installment type of loan has a maximum 
rate of 30 per cent, as compared with the pres- 
ent maximum of 36 per cent. 

There seems no need for advocates of reason- 
able rates to compromise on any such high in- 
Aerest schedules as the substitute Senate bill 
provides. The evidence of confused counsels 
among the high-rate lobbyists ought to offer an 
opportunity for adopting rate reductions that 
will materially relieve the burden of needy bor- 
rowers, as the voters intended when they ap- 
proved the new Constitution. 
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Kansas and the Demon Rum 

The beer truck that knocked over a statue of 
Carry Nation in Wichita, Kan., is a symbol to 
those hopeful of repealing the State prohibition 
law after 66 years. Without further information 
on the subject, however, it is safe to guess that 
the truck carried 3.2 beer, which is within the 
Kansas law, along with coffee and tea. And 
there is more than a reasonable doubt that Kan- 
sans will change that law. : 

Certainly, Wichita, Kansas City and Topeka, 
where the legislators insist on something better 
than red-eye, all leak alcohol at the seams. Wich- 
ita is surrounded by spots such as the Rock 
Castle, where seekers of individual liberty have 
to pass a gantlet of barbed wire and whispering 
guards. 

But out in the hinterlands, it’s different. Away 
from major towns, a Kansas ma’am can smell 
a beery breath at 200 feet The only way to es- 
cape the devil and prohibition, too, is to use al- 
cohol only for medicinal purposes, which ac- 
counts for more coughing spells than Kansas 
dust. And it is out there on the horizon, next 
to a little frame church, where the Sunflower 
State gets its morals, and not in a big-city rec- 
tory. 

So maybe hypocrisy is the law in Kansas, but 
it will take a prairie tornado to blow the W.C.T.U. 
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away. And the point is that the thirsty can get 
it if they want to. They can drive into one of 
the cities and imbibe in peace and comfort, at 
about $7 a quart. The busy bootlegger leads the 
Jayhawker to alcohol, but doesn’t have to make 
him drink. And he seems to like it that way. 
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As the Bomb Ticks Away 


“Ten months have passed (it was on July 16, 
1945, that the first atomic bomb explosion oc- 


- curred in the New Mexico desert) and the bomb 


ticks away . . . Such is the grim reminder 
of the Federation of American Scientists. 


„ The bomb ticks away “while mankind stum- 


bles blindly toward the time when all industrial 
nations will have bombs enough that any one 
of them might destroy in one raid the centers 
of civilization.” 

And “time is running out.” 

In a speech at Washington, Harrison Brown, 
who has been engaged in atomic research since 
1939, says that “all mankind is at the edge of 
the valley of death, and unless we act intelli- 
gently and quickly we are doomed as a race. 
The time we have left is appallingly small.” 

Karl T. Compton, head of Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, in a speech at Pittsburgh, 
warned Congress that atomic energy legislation 
must be passed in this session to avoid “catas- 
trophe and disgrace.” 

Once again scientific and technological prog- 
ress runs far ahead of man’s ability to fit it to 
his beneficent uses. Once again, as James Har- 
vey Robinson’s great book, “The Mind in the 
Making,” emphasized, the needs of humanity 
lag behind man’s genius and inventiveness. 

Scientists achieve. Statesmen chatter and 
bicker. Man himself sleeps. 

No meeting of the United Nations Atomic En- 
ergy Commission has been held. 

While committees in both houses of Congress 


have worked on plans for atomic energy con- 


trol and while the Senate committee has re- 
ported a measure,' there has been no discussion 
in full debate on the floor of Congress. 

The United States Government has no official 
policy unless the reckless statement of Presi- 
dent Truman at Reelfoot Lake—that we will not 
share our bomb secrets—represents an official 
policy. 

Let there has been one brilliant ray of light 
and only one since July 16 last, and that is the 
report of the State Department Board of Con- 
sultants issued last March 17. But it has not 
been officially adopted. 

This board, consisting of men of widely vary- 
ing background, proposed placing control of 
uranium and other fissionable materials under 
an Atomic Development Authority to be con- 
trolled by the United Nations. 

This authority would mine and manufactu 
fissionable material. By a denaturing Process 
(whose success has since been challenged, we 
don’t know how successfully), the ADA would 
make some of it safe. The safe material would 
be distributed to the nations for the develop- 
ment of peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

A system of inspection was provided for to 
prevent the mining or manufacture of fission- 
able material by any one nation alone, so that 
aggressors could be quickly recognized and pro- 
ceeded against. 

The State Department consultants’ report was 
modestly put forth, not as a final answer, but 
as an approach to the problem, and the com- 
mittee invited “public discussion.” 

In the belief that the report may prove to be 


one of the most important documents of the 


century, this newspaper printed it in full. 

But despite the vital nature of the report— 
despite the fact that its contents may affect the 
lives of all who read these lines—there has been 
precious little discussion of it by leadership and 
precious little reaction from the public. 

Millions of words have been written about 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. The consultants’ re- 
port made hardly a ripple in public conscious- 
ness. 

Meanwhile, the bomb ticks away.

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Threat to the War Crime Trials 

The war criminal trials began their tediously 
prolonged course just six months ago today, and 
the end is still two or three months off. The 
cost has added up to a tremendous figure, theo- 
retically to be paid from German reparations, 
but more probably by the American taxpayer. 
For those reasons, says Richard L. Stokes in a 
radio dispatch to the Post-Dispatch, it seems un- 
likely that there will be any more such mass 
trials of enemy leaders. 

Abandonment of the trials would be an alarm- 
ing development, another aspect of the growing 
postwar apathy. Joint action by the Big Four 
against the war criminals, and the punishment 
of those convicted, will be an impressive lesson 
to the German people, and a warning to would- 
be aggressors of the future. But those sinister 
and dangerous war plotters, the German indus- 
trialists are not represented at the present trial. 
It would be a dangerous omission if they were 


“never brought to justice. 


Much of the delay and the excessive cost is 
unnecessary, in any event. Mr. Stokes points 
out how each nation’s delegation at the trial 
considers it a point of pride to consume as much 
time at the hearings as any of the others: Sure- 
ly it should be possible to arrange a time-saving 
schedule, even though the trial is a pioneering 
effort in jurisprudence. 

How is it possible even to consider the money 
cost in comparison with the war-preventing 
value of trying and punishing the war criminals? 
Efforts to hold such trials after World War I 
ended in failure; so Germany’s later crop of mili- 
tarists had no fear of punishment, Abandon- 
ment of, the trials would be greeted with jubila- 
tion among the die-hard Nazis who look forward 
to victory in World War III.

What seemed to infuriate most people 
about the coal strike was the power of “one 
man” to cause so much trouble. “One 
man” did not, of course, cause it. The 
trouble was caused by the failure of a 
group of mine operators to agree with the 
leader of a mine workers’ union who hap- 
pened to possess full power of decision for 
400,000 men. 

Nevertheless, the strike dramatized an 
issue which must sooner or later be faced. 
And that is what to do about labor dis- 
putes in key industries where a prolonged 
work stoppage ties up the whole national 
economy—an economy more closely knit 
and tightly integrated than ever before. 


From what has happened lately, it is 
clear that a long and effective coal strike 
is virtually the equivalent of a general 
strike. Coming at a time when full pro- 
duction is absolutely vital to the fight 
against inflation, this one had disastrous 
national effects the extent of which can 
only be measured by time. 


It can be argued that the right to strike 
—a right which certainly exists and by all 
means ought to exist—forecloses any other 
means of settling such a dispute except by 
the naked power of the forces involved. 


Effects Upon the Nation 


But can a strike be separated from its 
effects upon the nation as a whole? Is 
there no way to assert the public interest 
in the continued functioning of the na- 
tional economy without violating the rights 
of workers? ö 


The contention that the state is or should 
be powerless to deal with interruptions of 
vital public services is the same argument, 
it seems to me, which the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers presents when it 
claims that the state should not intervene 
against the free play of supply and de- 
mand. It is the free enterprise argument 
—the argument that everybody's welfare 
can best be served by leaving economic 
forces to themselves, even if the result is 
inflation or depression. 

When the state intervenes against the 
“automatic” functioning of private eco- 
nomic forces, Herbert Hoover calls the re- 


sult “statism.” But the whole record of 
our recent experience from 1929 onward 
shows that, unless the state does inter- 
vene, ruin for everybody can flow from the 
“automatic” interplay of “natural” forces. 
Statism or not, there are times when the 
public interest can be protected only by 
intervention. 


Is it not also true that there are times 
when the general welfare can be served 
only by state intervention to provide some 
means by which workers can obtain jus- 
tice without throttling the economic life of 
the nation? 


Justice Wrung by Force 


We establish courts for the purpose of 
settling conflicts of individual rights with- 
out resort to force. When the rights of 
certain workers conflict with the rights of 
the people as a whole, there ought to be 
some other method of granting justice 
than that which workers can wring from 
their employers by sheer power. 


A strong case can be made for socializa- 
tion of such an industry as coal—an in- 
dustry which has been sick for years, 
which has chronically failed to give its 
workers decent pay and working condi- 
tions, which operates on such a small mar- 
gin that every well-deserved benefit the 
workers obtain involves higher prices for 
consumers. Socialization, accompanied by 
frank subsidy where needed, is one solu- 
tion to be considered. 


But at best this is a theoretical solution 
for a practical problem. The practical 
problem is how to insure justice to work- 
ers and yet prevent prolonged work stop- 
pages in key industries which throttle the 
economic lifeblood of the nation—that is, 
prolonged strikes in such industries as coal, 
rin power, communications and rail- 
roads, . 


I see no way out except by intelligent 
state intervention—not for the purpose of 
smashing labor unions, but for the purpose 
of setting up judicial procedures of con- 
ciliation, mediation and compulsory arbi- 
tration. What we need is not a law against 
strikes, but a law that will provide a fair 
substitute for strikes in public service in- 
dustries. 


Mr. Johnston's New Capitalism

Four years ago, a young manufacturer 
from the State of Washington, Eric A. 
Johnston, was elected president of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. Short- 
ly thereafter, interesting and startling 
things began to happen in and around that 
previously somewhat stodgy organization 
of American business. 

Such things have continued to happen 
ever since, wherever Mr. Johnston has 
made his influence felt. Some of his eld- 
ers. were painfully surprised by the things 
he said and did. He disapproved of much 
in the New Deal, but he didn’t hate it; he 
understood the forces that had brought it 
about, and he worked for better mutual un- 
derstanding between governmient and busi- 
ness. He sought to establish friendly rela- 
tions with the leaders of great labor organ- 
izations. He traveled about this country 
and the world, seeking information and ex- 
pressing views which, though they seemed 
unorthodox and even revolutionary to many

business men, struck millions of Americans 
as sound and sensibly liberal American 
doctrine, 

To the credit of the U. 8. C. of C., Mr. 
Johnston was re-elected for a second term, 
a third, finally a fourth. The other night, 
at the Chamber’s annual meeting in Atlan- 
tic City, he ended his unprecedentedly long 
administration with a farewell address urg- 
ing business to help develop a new form of 
American capitalism. It should, he said, be 
“a competitive economic system designed 
for the enrichment of the many and not 
to make a few men rich.” 

Mr. Johnston’s speech contained much 
that seems to us wise and true and gen- 
uinely hopeful.

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Humanity’s Supreme Test 


HORTLY, we shall have rounded out the first year of the 


atomic era, It was on July 16 last year that a little group of 
scientists and military men gathered on the New Mexico’ desert 
to observe with awe and horror a test explosion of the first atomic 


bomb in history. 


In the months that have fol- 
lowed, a torrent of words has 
poured out about the Menace and 
the promise of this new power 
which transcends anything hither- 
“to known. Over and over, the 
theme of “one world or none” has 
been hammered into the public 
consciousness. 

Yet, today, it must be admitted 
that our progress toward one 
world has been almost non-exist- 
ent. “The threat of an atomic 
armament race is as real today 
as it was a year ago. The prob- 
lem tends to seem so overwhelm- 
ing that men’s minds cannot cope 
with it. 


Most Hopeful Portent. 


The United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission has been 
formed. It came out of decisions 
taken at the meeting of Foreign 
Ministers held in Moscow last De- 
cember. Tentatively, the first ses- 
sion of the atomic commission was 
set for May 27 in New York. Now, 
however, it seems likely to be 
postponed. The reason is that 
United States policy is not yet 
formulated. The outline of a pol- 
icy has yet to be pulled together 
in a meeting of the minds of those 
charged with responsibility. 


The most hopeful portent during 
the past year has been the report 
on the international control of 
atomic energy which was prepared 
by a group of distinguished con- 
sultants named by the State De- 
partment. David Lilienthal of 
TVA was chairman of that board 
of consultants. 


How Will Policy Be Formed? 


The report suggested an inter- 
national authority to control the 
raw Materials of atomic energy 
at the source and to supervise the 
manufacture of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes. Realistically, 
it recognized that a vast army of 
inspectors looking into every 
phase of a nation’s industrial life 
would be impossible from either 
the politica] or the practical point 
of view. 


At about the time the State De- 
partment report was issued, Ber- 
nard M. Baruch was named the’ 
American member of the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. There were immediate indi- 
cations that Baruch would decline 
to be sponsor for a pre-deter- 


cated that he would not use thé 
State Department report as a 
basis for forming the policy which 
he will champion as the United 
States representative on the inter- 
national commission. He has said 
he would aim higher. 

How then will that policy be 
formed? That is a question many 
people here are asking. ; 

Both in the Lilienthal report 
and in the introduction to it by 
the State Department committee 
headed by Under Secretary Dean 
Acheson, it was stressed that the 
report was “not a final plan, but 
a place to begin, a foundation on 
which to build.” That “founda- 
tion” was built with great care 
and thought by five men, each 
witm special resources of knowl- 
edge and background, who de- 
voted their entire time to it for 
many weeks, Therefore it would 
seem a tragic waste if their la- 
bors were entirely ignored when 
policy-makers finally sit down 
around a table to put together an 
American policy. 


Task for Geologists. 


Baruch has named a group of 
his business associates to help 
him draft a policy report. They 
are all able men. But they must 
start from scratch. They must 
try to answer questions of the 
greatest magnitude. 

In any plan of control, for ex- 
ample, it will be essential to get 
the estimates of top geologists on 
the volume and the location of 
v..nium deposits. 
present, only uranium. of a cer- 
tain richness can be used for 
atomic fission. To make such an 
estimate would take a large staff 
and the expenditure of a con- 
siderable sum of money. 

The Lilienthal report raised 
more questions than it answered. 
That was inevitable in view of the 
limitations in time and scope put 
on the committee. These ques- 
tions must be answered if Ameri- 
can policy is to have a realistic 
basis. : 

Somehow, it should be possible 
to draw on the knowledge and 
imagination of everyone who has 
any background at all in atomic 
energy. Nothing less than that 
will suffice. Even the best that 
we have to give may fall short. 

Here there is no room for per- 
sonal controversy. This is the 
supreme test of whether human 
beings can co-operate to save hu-

The Issue in the Coal Controversy 


HE questions raised by Mr. Lewis's demands in the coal strike 
are not such as can be settled out of hand, and under the threat 
of a paralysis of the economy. They concern not only, or 
chiefly, the operators and the union. They involve the public. 


Operators and union might agree 
without any loss to the operators. 


and the union be the beneficiary 
In fact, collusion between indus- 


tries and unions at the cost of the people is a continuous danger in 


our kind of economy. 


The issue is Mr. Lewis's plan 
for a health and welfare fund, to 
be raised by a levy of 7 per cent 
on payrolls, administered exclu- 
sively by the union, and covered 
by a rise in the price of coal. 


It is a proposition to tax the 
people without representation 
since all the people are consumers 
of coal, its price figuring in 
everything we buy. 

Now, coal is a national resource, 
a gift of nature to the American 
land. Wherever its legal owner- 
ship may repose, the conditions 
controlling its production, con- 
servation and price are the con- 
cern of the people. It does not 
“belong to” the operators in the 
sense that their homes, clothes 
and personal bank accounts be- 
long to them. Neither, in that 
complete sense does it, or should 
it, belong to the miners, nor to 
the miners and operators together. 
Both exploit it in trust, as it 
were, to society. If separately 
or together they fail this trust, 
society will certainly take it over. 


A Limited Right. 


Mr. Lewis is not arguing in 
reason for his 7 per cent payroll 
tax to be paid by the American 
consumers. He demands it on 
threat of stopping the whole econ- 
omy. The threat is directed against 
workers, farmers and homes, as 
well as employers. If he closes 
the mines, he will close the fac- 
tories and throw their employes 


out of work. If he closes the fac- 


tories, he will slow down the 
farms depleted of machinery and 
implements. All will suffer, in- 
cluding his own workers. 

Yet this possibility is justified 
by the “right to strike,” and if 
this right is challenged, some 
charge that American democracy 
is assaulted — though upholding 
the “right” may mean the break- 
down of American democracy. An 
abstraction is given sanction and 
priority over reality. . 

Actually, the right to strike, lik 
every other right, is limited by 
attendant obligations. “The right 
of free speech,” as a great liberal 
jurist stated, “does not include 
the right to cry ‘fire’ in a crowded 
theater.“ The right to strike is 
not an absolute right. Like the 
right of private contract, the right 
to due process of law, and all 
other constitutional rights, it can 
be claimed and exercised only with 
the rights of others plainly in 
view. This frequently has been 
upheld by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in opinions from 
Justice Hughes to those of Jus- 
tice Brandeis, 

Mr. Lewis demands that his 
union take over functions paral- 
leling or conflicting with those of 
Public laws and bodies. His fund, 
for instance, would exercise func- 
tions presently exercised by the 


Workmen’s Compensation Law. 


Are the two to exist side by side? 
Or is workmen's compensation to 
be abolished in respect to miners? 
Already, say the operators, social 
securities established in law con- 
stitute a considerable tax on every 
ton of coal. How would the exist- 
ing Government-established secur- 
ities be meshed with Mr. Lewis's 
privately established and admin- 
istered collective securities? 


Lewis as the Arbiter. 

The fund would amount to an 
estimated 70 million dollars a year 
paid.by the American people, who, 
through no public body, are to 
exercise any control over it. Why 
70 million? Why not 80 million? 
Or 100 million? 

No budget is presented. Certain 
claims, unsupported by actuarial 
evidence, are made, ending with 
the remark that if anything is left 
over it will be used for “educa- 
tional” pu What kind of 
education? Mr. Lewis is to de- 
eide. f f 

Nor is Mr. Lewis “bargaining.” 
He has presented an ultimatum to 
— accepted precedent to bargain- 
ng. 

This column has always felt a 
vivid sympathy for miners, dating 
from experiences of childhood. As 
decent human beings and citizens, 
increased safety, better housing, 
more favorable conditions for re- 
tirement concern us all. Taking 
into account the often painful 
conditions of their employment, 
the skills their work requires, the 
hazards they run and the national 
importance of their labor, they 
are probably inadequately paid in 
comparison with some other cate- 
gories of workers. 


Demands Complete 
Surrender. 


But it can also be argued that 
every family given a decent in- 
come is better able to dispose of 
it than are others to dispose of it 
for them. Fighting for miners 
does not necessarily, therefore, in- 
volve fighting for Mr. Lewis's idea 
of what is good for miners. Nor 
can the interests of miners be di- 
vorced from the people. 

Mr. Lewis is demanding uncon- 
ditional surrender to his plan with 
the atomic bomb of industrial col- 
lapse. What he proposes would 
create dilemmas for every public 
body dealing with social security 
and for every industry, and it is 
not being defended in reason but 
demanded by force.

Won Pulitzer Prize Twice— 
Indiana Author Also Wrote 
String of Plays. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 20 (AP) 
—Booth Tarkington, novelist, died 
last night in the Indianapolis 
home in which he had done much 
of his writing. He was 76 years 
old. Hechad been confined to bed 
by ill health for the last two 
‘months. | 

The author had been nearly 
blind for several years but had 
been dictating a new novel and it 


was nearing completion. The book 
had not been named but concerned 
the people of a typical American 
cit 


y. 

His death took another of the 
small group of writers and artists 
who brought Indiana its golden 
age of letters shortly after the 
turn of the century. One of his 
boyhood friends was the Hoosier 
poet, James Whitcomb. Riley. 
Others in the contemporary Indi- 
ana group were Meredith Nichol- 
son, George Ade and George Barr 
McCutcheon. Only Nicholson is 
now alive. se 

Quality With Quantity. 

Tarkington’s literary output was 
prodigious, and the quality was 
equal to the quantity. Two of his 
novels brought him the Pulitzer 
prize for literature—“The Mag- 
nificent Ambersons” in 1919 and 
“Alice Adams” three. years later. 

‘His first successful novel, pub- 
lished when he was 30, was “The 
Gentleman from Indiana,” and 
Tarkington himself often was re- 
ferred to by this title in later 


ars. 

Tarkington preferred to be re- 
membered for his mature novels, 
but it was the tales of boyhood 
which won him the greatest audi- 
ence. He wrote “Seventeen,” “Wil- 
lie Baxter Jr.,“ and “Tittle Orvie,“ 
and created his most remembered 
chacter, Penrod, in the novel of 
that name. 

His Indianapolis home became 
his fortress whenever Tarkington 
began work on a novel. He would 
devote 18 or more hours a day to 
his writing, turning out each page 
in longhand on yellow manuscript 


r. 

Pt was efforts such as these that 
cost Tarkington his eyesight. In 
1930 he became blind, after being 
troubled with failing sight for 
years. An operation restored par- 
tial vision, but his stories were 
dictated thereafter. 

Wrote String of Plays. 
Tarkington ventured into the 
field of play writing on occasions. 
His “Monsieur Beaucaire” was 


.| staged in 1901 and he followed it 


with a string of hits. After the 
production of “Magnolia” in 1923, 
he said he was through with the 
theater. Critics had said he was 
‘a novelist, not a playwright. But 
in 1931 he was back with “Col- 
onel Satan,” based on the life of 
Aaron Burr. 

From his Indianapolis home and 
his summer residence at Kenne- 
bunkport, Me, Tarkington 
watched the world pass by, never 
failing to inject his opinions on 
issues which interested him. 

Three years ago he took time 
out to lead the cause of the home- 
less dogs which the city of Indian- 
apolis sells at its pound for $4. In 
a letter addressed to the city 
council, he wrote: 

“It can be heaven on earth to 

be a $4 dog. I can’t believe that 
any $100 dog would be less valu- 
able because there’d come to be 
a chance for life and happiness in 
the existence of $4 dogs. The $4 
dogs are already in this world— 
as we ourselves are. Can’t they 
even have $4 worth of a chance 
to live? 
Blast at WPA Murals. 
In March 1945, Tarkington loosed 
a blast at WPA murals in the 
post office at Kennebunkport, 
terming them “dismal, unpleasant 
and awful.” 

Senator Wallace H. White Jr. 
of Maine brought the matter to 
the attention of the Senate and it 
amended a. 83, 150,000, 000 appropri- 
ations bill to eliminate the murals 
White said depicted “a number of 
fat women, scantily clad, disport- 
ing themselves on a beach.” 

Tarkington attacked the paint- 
ing even more bitterly. It in- 


The central 
figure is a bumpy looking male 
with an old automobile tire around 
his waist as a life preserver. The 
ladies are all bumpy, too, and 
very, very ugly.” 

At Tarkington's bedside when he 
died were the author’s wife, Su- 
sannah; his secretary, Betty Trot- 
ter, and Mr. and Mrs. John T.

CARDINAL GASPARRI DIES; 
SACRED COLLEGE CUT TO 66 


ROME, May 20 (AP)—Cardinal 
Enrico Gasparri of Italy, prefect 
of the supreme tribunal of the 
Apostolic Signatura, died today at 
the age of 74. His death reduced 
the membership in the Sacred Col- 
lege of Cardinals to 66, four be- 
low the maximum of 70. 

Three other cardinals have died 
this year. They were Pietre Boet- 
te, archbishop of Genoa; John 
Glennon, archbishop of St. Louis, 
and Clemens von Galen, bishop of 
Munster (Germany). 

Cardinal Gasparri, sub-dean of 
the Sacred College, was a veteran 
of the Vatican’s diplomatic serv- 
ice and spent many years in 
Latin America on diplomatic as- 
signments. He was made a car- 
dinal in 1925.

in Malmedy Massacre Trial 
Statement Asserts He Ordered Men 
to ‘Use Terror Methods.’ .- 


DACHAU, May 20 (UP) — The 
Malmedy massacre trial court 
heard evidence today that Ger- 
man troops were ordered to use 
American uniforms and vehicles 
to disrupt the retreat of United 
States forces in the Battle of the 
Bulge. 

Col. Gen. Josef (Sepp) Dietrich 
and 73 other 8.S. men are being 
tried for the mass murder of 
United States prisoners of war 
and Belgium civilians. 

In a statement read to the 
court, Lt. Benone Junker said he 
ordered his tank commanders to 
“use terror methods in the treat- 
ment of war prisoners.” 

Prosecutors said further evi- 
dence was expected to prove that 
Junker also ordered his troops to 
slaughter civilians. 

Junker said company command- 
ers at a meeting Dec. 15, 1944, the 
day before the German offensive 
began, were told that “if neces- 
sary the resistance of the enemy 


will be broken with brutality — 
the end justifies the means. 

Capt. Oskar Klingelhoefer of the 
S.S. said a battalion commander 
named Poetschke gave the follow- 
ing order in the presence of 
Joachim Peiper, regimental com- 
mander and one of the defend- 
ants; 

“A unit under Lt. Col. Skor- 
zeny, in American uniforms and 
using American vehicles, will 
march ahead of the combat units 
in order to destroy all communica- 
tions and spread panic and ter- 
ror and é¢liminate command posts. 
Prisoners are not to be taken by 
this unit.” 

Poetschke is dead. Skorzeny, 
saboteur who worked directly un- 
der Adolf Hitler's orders and who 
seized Benito Mussolini after the 
Badoglio Government in Italy im- 
prisoned him, is a war crimes 
prisoner under guard in the 8S. 
hospital a short distance from the 
trial court. 


ARMY OF 1500-00 
WN SIGHT BY JUNE 30 


Inability to Draft Boys Leav- 
ing High School Creates 
Military Problems. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
Exemption of teen-agers in the 
six weeks’ extension of the draft 
may cost the army more than 


100,000 replacements, responsible 
officials estimate. Congressmen 
advocating the draft cut have 
argued that higher army pay and 
more intensive recruiting would 
produce the needed men. 

A study has started to deter- 
mine whether occupation forces 
in Germany and Japan can be re- 
duced below levela which Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has called 
the minimum for national safety. 
Eisenhower has said the job can 
be done with no fewer than 335,- 
000 soldier in Europe and 375,- 
000 in the Pacific. 

From a peak of 8,300,000 men 
after V-E day, the army has 
dwindled to a current strength 
of approximately 1,730,000. Fur- 
ther demobilization will reduce 
this total to 1,500,000 excluding 
Philippine Scouts, by June 30. 
Between May 15 and the end of 
June, the War Department had 
hoped to obtain up to 100,000 from 
the draft, including some 80,000 
youths of 18 and 19 just finish- 
ing high school. 

Instead no more than 23,000 in- 
ductions are now looked for in 
this period, including 15,000 men 
from 26 to 29 years old, and pos- 
sibly 8000 in the 20-25 age group. 
‘Voluntary enlistments started fall- 
ing off when the fate of the draft 
began to appear doubtful. Fewer 
than 12,000 recruits signed up the 
first week in May, projecting an 
outside maximum of 50,000 for the 
month. April produced 63,000 and 
March 73,000. 


Men with two years’ service or 
40 points will still be returned to 
civil life until Juiy 1, and proba- 
bly beyond then. But until the 
uncertainty over the draft's future 
is settled the War Department is 
making no promises about carry- 
ing out an announced hope to be 
able to cut the service require- 
ment to 18 months. 


Current one-year enlistments 
start expiring in October and the 
War Department will be required 
to release these volunteers at the 
rate of 55,000 a month, at the same 
time remaining draftees are being 
let out upon completion of two 
years’ service or less, 

Meanwhile the War Department 
is going ahead with preparations 
for a general reorganization of top 
level machinery, effective June 
11, which is calculated to save 
some manpower by wiping out du- 
plications which arise in wartime. 
The Army service forces, which 
Gen. Breiion B. Somervell built 
into a formidable organization, is 
to be abolished entirely. Reduced 
in size, Army ground force head- 
quarters moves to Fort Monroe, 
Va. Six armies will take over the 


functions of nine existing service].

NEWSPAPER DELIVERY STRIKE 
IN PHILADELPHIA IN 5TH DAY 


PHILADELPHIA, May 20 (AP) 


—News-hungry Philadelphians, in 
the fifth day of a truck drivers 
strike that halted distribution of 
the three largest newspapers in 
the city, lined up today by the 
thousands to buy copies at the 
newspaper offices. Hundreds of 
others bought papers from young- 
sters at black-market prices which 
were as high as 25 cents for a 
paper that normally costs three 
cents. 

About 370 members of Local 
628, Philadelphia Newspaper and 
Magazine Chauffeurs and Hand- 
lers, an affiliate of the AFL In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen 
and Helpers of America struck 
Thursday in support of demands 
for a paid half-hour lunch period. 
The walkout halted deliveries of 
the Morning Record and Inquirer 
and the Evening Bulletin with a 
combined circulation of 1,500,000. 

Editorial and clerical employes 
of the Record and Inquirer, rep- 
resented by the CIO American 
Newspaper Guild voted 205 to 13 
yesterday to refuse to go through 
picket lines set up by the truck 
drivers if “strikebreakers” are 
hired.

RESH sugared ple makes 
a refreshing breakfast fruit, 
cocktail, salad, or dessert. For 
greatest eat pleasure, the fruit 
should be well ripened. A sure 


typical fragrance of thoroughly 
ripe fruit can also be quickly 
detected when a leaf is removed. 
Once ripe, the fruit does not re 
main sound very long, so when 
n a ripe specimen, plan 
promptly. Otherwise 
buy less ripe fruit and don’t make 
plans for serving until it reaches 
the desirable ripe stage. 

There are several ways of pre- 
paring the fresh fruit, but one 
practical one is to pull out all 
the leaves, then hold the fruit 
firmly on a cutting board and 
with a heavy sharp knife some- 
thing like a butcher knife or a 
knife for slicing ham or roast 
meat, use a shaving like motion 
to pare off the skin as thinly 
as possible until a clean juicy e 
lipsoid remains with only the 
“eyes” showing up. Then use 
an apple corer or a sharp pointed 
paring knife to remove the “eyes.” 
Cut the cleaned pineapple into 
slices, then cut the circlg from 
the outside into the core break- 
ing off the wedges at the cere. 
Do this work over a bow! to catch 
any dripping luscious juice. 

Add just a little sugar, cover 
extremely tight so nohe of the 

rating fragrance may escape 

o the air. Chill or let stand 
at 9 — temperature just long 
enough for the sugar to draw out 
enough juice and slightly shrink 
the pineapple. enough to be just 
covered in its own juice. Serve 
cold or at room temperature to 
suit your own family palate. A 
few sliced strawberries glamor- 
izes this most elegantly flavored 
and delightfully textured fruit. 


Watercress Salad. 


Make dressing by combining 
one-fourth cup light corn syrup, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika, one-fourth tea- 
spoon. prepared mustard, and one 
tablespoon grated onion and mix 
well. Add four teaspoons vinegar, 
and two tablespoons salad oil and 
beat with a fork until smooth and 
thick. Chill in refrigerator. Wash 
two bunches watercress, shake as 
dry as possible and place in salad 
bowl. Separate whites and yolks 
of 4 hard-cooked eggs. Finely 
chop the whites and puree the 
yolks through a coarse sieve. 
Sprinkle both over top of water- 
cress. Right before serving, add 
salad dressing, toss and serve. 
Serves four.

N occasions surgical complica- 
() tions during pregnancy make 
their appearance and call for 
conservative as well as definite 


decisions. The pregnant woman is 


subject to the same surgical dis- 
eases as the non-pregnant patient, 
but fortunately, surgery, it seems 
to me, is more commonly seen in 
the non-pregnant woman. In 
many instances the conjunction of 
the two conditions makes little 
difference in the management of 
either. In some instances treat- 
ment should be conservative, in 
others immediate operation is in- 
dicated and in some operation 
should be deferred until after de- 
livery. 

It thus becomes apparent that 
good judgment is necessary to as- 
sist the pregnant woman to a suc- 
cessful delivery when surgical 


and if the appendix should rup- 
ture general peritonitis (the 
serous membrane which lines the 
abdominal wall and invests the 
contained viscera) may occur. 
Intestinal obstruction, if def 
nitely diagnosed demands imme 
diate surgical intervention. Cancer 
of the cervix calls for prompt sur- 
gical attention unless discovered 
near term when treatment may be 
delayed until after delivery. Large 
ovarian tumors or a twisted 
pedicle of an ovarian tumor 
fies immediate surgery. Fibroid 
tumors of the uterus may be 
treated conservatively during

UNFORTUNATELY, the public 
may not stop to consider the mer- 
its of this case if strike action is 
ultimately taken. Neither the 
management of the railroads nor 
the labor leaders seem to realize 
that when you make the public 
uncomfortable enough and they 
have no patriotic reason for bear- 
ing it, they are going to be com- 
pletely unreasonable. They are 
going to be willing to accept and 
even to back bad labor legisla- 
tion, and they are not going to 
be one bit interested in whether 
the management makes or loses 
money. A strike would make for 
bad feeling all around. 

Sometimes, when I see how in- 
adequate we are at settling these 
disputes among ourselves reasona- 
bly, I despair about a peaceful 
world. Since our interests are so 
obviously tied together, we would 
all be better off if we sat down 
around a table and found out what 
could be done about our difficul- 
ties—and then did it. If we can’t 
do this in labor disputes at home, 
how on earth do we expect to do 
it when the people concerned be- 
long to different nations? 

One might feel here and there 
that one had an individual who 
was impossible to deal with. But 
most people are reasonable, and 
public opinion should take care 
of the unreasonable ones.. If we 
don’t begin soon at home to find 
ways of settling our troubles, I 
will not be the only one who is 
going to despair for the world, 


WHILE THIS destructive busi- 
ness goes on, there is one con- 
structive thing that starts next 
Tuesday morning, and that is the 
final drive to raise the money 
needed to fight cancer. It will be 
a house-to-house canvass in many 
parts of the nation. The people

who conduct this drive call them- 
selves “The Army of Hope.” Thirty 
to 50 per cent of them have had 
cancer and been cured. 

Sivty per cent of whatever is 
raised will remain in the locality, 
so that a program of education, 
service and researoh can be car- 
ried on there. The remaining 40 
per cent goes to the American 
Cancer Society to forward its pro- 
gram of research in the cause and 
cure of cancer. Statistics show 
that one death out of eight in the 
nation is due to cancer. In New 
York City it is one out of every 
five. So it would be a great sav- 
ing of human lives if people could 
learn that everybody is vulnerable 
and only education and research 
can reduce the danger.

Hard-Hitting Golfer From Texas 


Byron Nelson, Here in Western Open Starting Friday, Is Today's Top Golfing Star

YRON NELSON, the strong- 
B armed golfing Titan of a new 

generation and comparable to 
the game’s immortal Bobby Jones, 
arrived at that stature perhaps as 
much through a deep-seated sense 
3 obligation and duty as anything 
else. ‘ 
The sports world knows Nelson, 
whose swishing driver and flash- 
ing blade will be on display in the 
Western Open tournament here 
starting Friday at Sunset Coun- 
try Club, as the Nation's No, 1 
wartime athlete. It knows him 
as a phenomenal scorer, a top 
money winner and such a tough 
competitor generally that other 
stars get the shakes whenever he 
enters a tournament. 


But there is more than that to 
this squinting, sandy - haired 
Texan with the steel-gray eyes. 
Rejected by the military through- 
out the war because of a slow 
blood coagulation condition, he 
undertook to be a main pillar in 
the game that had given him his 
opportunity, and to carry on a 
strenuous succession of war bene- 
fits and charity appearances, 


No picking the rich and impor- 
tant tournaments, no skipping 
overnight sit-up jumps in jam- 
packed coaches—in other words, 
no reneging either on war bene- 
fits or on his friends and associ- 
ates. He could have taken it eas- 
ier. But he—with his wife at his 
side—kept on the go because he 
thought he ought to. . 

That, in short, is the type of 
man he is. An acquaintance, re- 
cently remarking on Nelson's 
sense of obligation, said that the 
golfer is a conscientious contribu- 
tor, a tither, it is reported, to his 
little home-town church at Den- 
ton, Tex. 

“Oh, I don’t think I gave any 
more than anybody else who 
makes the same money I do, 80 
you might as well just skip that,” 
said Nelson when he was here for 


an exhibition match a few weeks 


o. 
“I’m amazed at some of the re- 
ports that I have won a million 
dollars in golf,” he continued. 
“From 1933 to 1936 I won about 
$10,000; from 1937 to 1943 I aw 
eraged about $7000 a year and in 
1944 it was $35,000 and last year 
$52,000, not including war bonds 
ee brought it up to over $62,- 


These were tournament win- 
nings, representing about 80 per 
cent of his gross income which is 
subject to business expense, Nel- 
son said. He works for a golf 
equipment manufacturer and an 
umbrella company on the side, 
During the last 10 years, the peri- 
od of his successes, the indication 
he gave of his income would make 
it appear that he has averaged 
not more than 320,000 ann y; 
not a great figure for a man ex- 
ceptional in his business. 

“I have no ambition to be the 
richest man in the graveyard,” the 
34-year-old champion asserted. He 
said he intended to play in only 
about 10 tournaments during the 
remainder of this year. Eventually 
he plans to establish himself on a 
cattle ranch he recently purchased 
in Texas.

He won 
the first trick, cashed four dia- 
monds and three clubs, then hope- 
fully led out the ace, king and 
queen of spades, West, however, 
had held grimly to his stopper in 
that suit, and South had te ac- 
knowledge defeat. 

Declarer was perfectly right, of 
course, in concluding that a 33 
spade break would give him the 
slam. There was, however, one 
small precaution that he could 
have taken, with an eye to the 
spades not breaking!
